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REMARKS 

Claims 1-53 are now pending in this Application. Claims 1,19, 37, 46, and 49 are 
independent claims and the remaining claims are dependent claims. Claims 52 and 53 
have been added to the application and claim 48 has been amended. 

Claims 52 and 53 relate to a fluid carrier configured to insert within a lateral 
ventricle of a brain. Support for the claims is located within the Applicant's specification 
on page 12, lines 8-9, Hne 18, for example. Claims 52 and 53 do not add new matter to 
the application. 

Claim 48 has been amended to correct an antecedent basis error in the claim. The 
amendment to claim 48 does not add new matter to the application. 

The specification has been amended to correct the priority claim. The amendment 
does not add new matter to the application.
